The area of unemployment is! 
vast; the severe drought which has 


led to a shortage of fodder and a 
failure of root crops in many parts 
has spread unemployment to the 
rural areas, and has also tended to 
keep up -the high level of prices.

At the end of 1920 there were in 
Alberta fifteen fur farms, with land 
and buildings valued at $59,000, and 
the animals worth $139,670, aceording 
to a-statement which has been issued 
by the Dominion Bureau of Statistics. 

There are five hundred and eighty- 
two fur farms in Canada of which 
Prince Edward Island. has three bun- 
dred and six. At the time the re- 
port was issued Alberta had the only 
Karakule sheep farms in the Domin- 
ion, with one‘thousand one bundred 
Mead valued at $80,000 and the lamb 
crop for the year numbere@ four hun- 
dred. 

Fox farms in Alberta show the fol- 
lowing animals on hand when the re- 
port was issued* 183 silver, $49,500; 

The 
statement only shows two patch fox 
pelts sold during the year for $300.

PREVENTS THAT 


The Company 
Meal

Thore are times when the mistress 
of the home wishes to prepare some- 
thing a little different and a little 
more-expensive because “company is 
coming,” and she wants suggestions 
as to the unusual, Of course, ft fs 
b&tter to plan a few expensive dishes 
than to try to serve many mediocre 
ones that require much time to 
prepare and find the hostess quite 
worn out upon the arrival of the 
company, 


For a mixed company with those 
tastes you are not entirely famillar 
a. fruit cocktail makes ai good 
starter, Most * péople like . fruit, 
while there are some who do not 
care for the ‘seafoods and some 
places where the seafoods are not 


obtainable It has been my ob- 
servation that the manner of serving 
has quite as much to do with the 
success of a fruit cocktail as has the 
content. The tall, stemmed cock- 
tail glass {s ideal. One of the shops 
was showing some of these glasses 
with a heavy gold border at the rim. 
It was of the thinnest glass with a 
pretty désign running tlirough-it. * 

Practically any of “he fruits com- 
bine well in -a cocktail. The ban- 
ana, however, is likely to discolor if 
the mixture is exposed to the. air 
for any length of time. One parti- 
cularly attractive frult cocktall is 
madé by soaking the prepared pieces 
of orange, grape-fruit ghd pineapple 
in grape juice for an hour or so’ be- 
fore sprinkling with powdered sugar. 
The fruit should be lightly heaped 
into the chilled glasses, the fruit it- 
self being thoroughly chilled before 
serving. The glass is stood upon a 
small

-~Asparagus soup is liked by most 
people. This may either be made 
from the fresh or the canned vege- 
table. The asparagus is’ cooked un- 
til it is soft enough to be forced 
through a strainer. The stock so 
obtained is measured. There should 
be half a measuring cup for each ser- 
ving. As much milk as there {s stock 
is added. For six cups of liquid add 
two level tablespoons each of flour 
and butter rubbed together until 
smooth, Cook, stirring until the 
mixture boils,. 

The soup may be served either in 
soup dishes or in bouillon cups. The 
prettier the cups the more appreciat- 
ed will be the contents. 

Fairly stale bread may be cut into 
siices and then into finy cubes and 
set on a plate in the oven or broiler 
to toast. The§e are either passed 
with the soup or sprinkled over each 
filled soup plate just before serving. 
Small crackers arg also sultable with 
soup instead of the toasted bread 


cubes. 

The main course comes next. 
Fried, breasts of chicken with tiny 
sifted peas is a good choice. It is 


better than roast beef or beef-steak 
in that the hostess does not have jo 
figure out if one guest will like the 
meat rare, anottpr well done and so 
on, ; 

If you select broiler chickens, have 
the butcher cut off the breasts of as 
many chickens as you haye guests. 
If you buy roasting chickens, have 
bat half as many breasts as there are 
guests. The remainder of the chick- 
ens may be cooked in any desired 
way and used.up at some of the other 
meals prepared for the family on 
non-company days. But the breasts 
should be wiped off with a damp 
cloth, then sprinkled with salt and 
pepper. Each should be dipped’ in 
beaten egg and either sifted bread 
or cracker crumbs. The breasts thus 
prepared should be fried in deep 
fat unt{l a golden brown. Cfeam 
gravy, peas and French fried potato 
balig in nests of watercress are sult- 
able accompaniments. 

Iee cream and cake are liked by 
most people.

The Importance Of 
Encouraging Western Settlers: 


The man that would acerue to Canada from the settle. 
ment of the vast unoccupiéd areas of fertile agricultural lands in the West | 
are fairly well recognized by all people, yet the work of peopling these vacant 
lands languishes and proceeds tlmost ata snail's pace. 

There is hardly a Canadian problem today, 
ly or largely, 
country. 

Is it the huge national debi created by the war and the consequent heavy 
burden of taxation? The solution is not so much in decreased expenditures 
or newer and additional means of revenue, But ih a larger number of.peo- 
ple to produce new wealth and lo carry a share of the national load, there 
by reducing the burden all reund. 

» Is it the problem of making the National Railway pay? 
is not to-be found 4a_higher rates for passengers and freiglit, 
operate to further decrease traflic, nor solely in economies In management 
and operation, to which there is a limit if efficient service is not to be des- 
troyed, bit through increased population and increased production creating 
greater traffic to keep the railways profitably busy. 

Is {t a steady outppt for our factories and uninterrupted employment for 
Canada’s artizans? The solution is more people in Canada requiring the: 
output of our factories, ; 

Older countries, already blessed with fairly large populations, can well 
depend upon the natural increase of their people. But not so a young! 
country like Canada, an empire in itself covering half a continent and pos- 
sessing. untold’ wealth in untouched natural resources. Canada now re-; 
quires, and for many years to come will require, just what the . United 
States required throughout the Nineteenth Century, and that is a large and 
steady stream of immigrants. The United States, with its more than one | 
hundred millien people, can now afford to check the stream, but Canada 
needs to encourage it. 

In the ten o? fifteen years bétore the war, ‘immigration poured into Can- 
nada at a'rate never experienced: prior,to that time. The mére handful‘of 
people in the West doubled, trebled, quadrupled; unorganized territories 
became flourishing Provinces; hamlets grew into towns, t6wns were trans- 
formed into "thriving cities. Why? Because the incoming settlers brought 
money and goods with them, settled on vacant lands and began to produce. 
As they produced new wealil from the soil, the demand for the factory 
products of the East grew by leaps and bounds. ‘Factories which hati -re- 
mained at a standstill in yolume of production year after year, or grew 80 
slowly that it was almost imperceptible, suddenly found it necessary to 
build. a new storey, an addition, or’a new building altogether in order to 
meet the demand., Labor was al a premium and unemployment practically 
unknown, The “tiways were congested with more traffic than’ they could 
handle. More railways had to be built, and thus more employnrent was 
created. The mines were busy and so was the lumber industry. It was 
all directly traceable to the immigratiog_and the enormous, resultant dn- 
creAse in agricultural production. 

With so recent an object lesson before the country. it ig amazing to find 
a very large number of people opposing immigration to Canada now when, 
in order to carry the burdens imposed on the Dominion: by reason of the war, 
the need for more people and largely increased production is so evident. 

estrictions have been placed on immigration to Canada which were un- 
dreamed of a few yeras ago, and are of such a character that, as one speaker 
at a recent public meeting said, had they been. in force at the time our par- 

+ ents and grand-parents immigrated to this country, probably one-half of the 
people now here would not be here. Stringent as present restrictions are, 
there is persistent demand in some quarters that they he made even more 
stringent, while som@ advocate absolute prohibition of immigration. : 

Possibly the immigration laws of both Canada and the: United States 
Were too Iax in the past In one respect in that the bars were not kept up 
against the admisison of the diseased, the mentally and morally deficient, 
and the criminal class. All such should be rightly excluded. But latk of 
money should not be’ made a deterrent to anybody who is physically fit, 
morally sound, and mentally efficient, capable and wililng to work. 

In another respect, too, Canada Was at fault in the past in its treat- 
ment af new comers. It is not sufficfént to induce people to come to assist 
in the development of the country and.on their arrival to leave them to shift 
for themselves, which so often led to failure and shipWreck of thelr lives 
- threugh ignorance of _the conditions and. customs of the Jand\ of their adop- 
tion, A recent Jlitle “Manual of Citizenship” issued by the DHepdi rimént of 
Immigration and Colonization for the guidance of new arrivals is, therefore, 
an-encouraging innovation, <In fact, the change in name from Department 
of Lmmigration to "Immigration and Colonization” is in ftself Sigarificant as 
an indication of a new and beiter policy. ~ It is important, however, that the 
work of immigration should not be stopped nor checked by too rigid laws 
@nd regulations. On the contrary \ncreased efforts should be put fOrth to 
secure new. settlers of the right type. ‘

Many of the species which can be 
used on the prairies are very rapid 
growers, far example, cottonwood, 
willow, Russian poplar and. Manitoba 
maple. It is safe to say that wood 
large enough for fuel can be grown 
from any of these trees within six 
years. After that timé a plantation 
will increase in value and produe- 
tiveness year by year and will prove 
one of the best investments on the 
farm, 

On,;the Nursery Station at Indian 
Head, Sask., a plot three-quarters of 
an acre in extent was planted out to 
Russian popler in 1906, trees spaced 
four feet apart each wayr In 1918 
the average height of those trees 
was twenty-three feet. In the fall 
of 1918 half the plot was cut down 
and yielded six and three-quarter 
cords of quite fair fuel. This is at 
the rate of about eighteen cords per 
aere in eight years. The soil was 
a medium clay loam, The labor 
cost of planting was $6.86 per acre 
fand cultivatfon, for two: years about 
$6 per year.
